Bucks county mutual companies have pro 
filed by tbe course of the stock companies 


"We find it very difficult to place insnr 


ance in the old-line companies, especially 
on certain classes of property," said 
well-known Doylestown agent; "many o 
our former patrons are seeking mutua 
companies, as their rates are much lower 
based on the average assessment for seve 
ral years past. 


Herbert Wllmerding, of Philadelpht 


Underwriters' Association, regards tbe 
proposed advance of 26 per cent, as inevit- 
able owing to the heavy losses sustained 
by the companies. 


It is claimed on the part of country 


and suburban proprety holders that they 
are bearing the burdens of the city owners, 
as much the greater proportion of tbe 
fires occur in cities and large towns.

tions In a number of counties, Attorney 
General Elkin carried them all except one 
for the nomination for Governor.

county andidate. 
In Blair, which hereto- 


fore has been an insurgent county, a fair 
and square tight was made by a direct vot- 
ing system between Watres and Elkin, and 
the latter came through with bells on, 
beating the Scranton man by a four to one 
vote.

PRESBYTERIAN CREEP REVISION. 
The three committees that have been at 


work endeavoring to straighten out the 
creed of the Presbyterian Church will 
again convene on April S»—which has giv- 
en short time enough to finish the task 
before the meeting of the General Assem- 
bly in May. These three committees are 
laboring in a different way. One has de- 
cided to revise the section which declares 
that the good works of unregenerated men 
"are sinful and cannot please God," al- 
though nut to do them would be even 
more sinful. They will also revise the 
section which declares thn Pope of Rome 
to be "that Antichrist, that man of sin, 
and son of perdition," and another sect- 
ion which declares It a sin to refuse a leg- 
al oath. Two new chapters are also rec- 
ommended, one of the Holy Spirit, and 
the other "On the Gospel," that is, the 
missionary work of the church. Another 
committee attempts to get around the 
Confession by a declaratory statement to 
tho odect that it is not to be taken as 
moaning 
wliat its language seeing to 


mean on certain points. One of these is 
decrees and especially reprobation—and 
the other is infant damnation. The most 
important after all.it seems, is that whose 
business it is to prepare an easy workable 
every day twentieth century creed which 
common folks can understand. 


On what will be the "exposition" or 


"meaning" which the committee will re- 
port, now rests tho future determination 
of this much vexed 
and irrepressible 


question. While it was clear that nearly 
overune-half of the Assembly was op- 
posed to any change, or to any action of 
any kind in dealing with the Revision is- 
sue, it is not certain by any means that all 
of this resistance was based simply - on a 
full and unreserved personal belief in the 
infallibility of the dogmas laid down in 
1600 and Inherited from the Scotch and" 
English clergy in a period of both politi- 
cal and religious revolution against the 
laxities of the Anglican church. Some of 
the men "yposed to revision seem to have 
been influenced by a fear that it would be 
better to cling to the old landmarks, even 
if antiquated, rather than risk a schism or 
impair the unity of the church, others be- 
lieving the 
time for action had not 


matured. If we could analyze the mo- 
tives of some of the opponents of Revision 
it would doubtless be discovered that they 
do not wholly accept the Westminster 
Confession as an exact and literal express- 
ion of tho truth of the Divine purposes, 
but that they stand np for It because an 
alteration of it would, in their judgment, 
be a concession to an admission that the 
Bible as a superhuman revelation or a 
work of inspiration would be open to 
attack. 


There are Presbyterian clergymen whose 


superior intelligence and whose course of 
lite demand and receive respect. In talking 
with them or listening to them in the pul- 
pit one does not detect the awful terrors 
of the Confession of Faith in their dis- 
courses. They would not on their own 
volition send an infant to hell or con- 
demn a mature sinner to its everlasting 
torments, simply because their reason, or 
their ignorance, or their training may not 
permit them to see the scheme of the Di- 
vine Sovereignty or the Redemption as it 
ha« been interpreted to them. 


Their sermons, if ever touching upon 


the Westminster Confession—their Insist- 
ence that the Confession should be main- 
tained intact, and their seeming indiffer- 
ence in their preaching to those parts of 
it, which, if their faith in its infallibility 
wore perfect would naturally be the fore- 
most objects of their 
concern, seem, 


therefore, to be 
almost incompatible. 


They are dogmatic In theory but not dog 
malic in practice. 
They appear to realize 


that if they were dogmatic in practice 
they would preach a gospel which many 
who sit under their ministration woulc 
not accept. 


Probably by far the majority of Presby- 


terians in the rank and file of the church 
have either never redd the Confession o: 
Faith, or could not give a very clear Des- 
cription of it were they called upon to do 
so. They have joined the church to live 
a better life—they enjoy its spirit of aim 
plicity and its democratic methods—they 
believe in the severity with which it re- 
gards the vices and the follies of human 
conduct. 
They value ft and are proud ol 


it as a great institution of practical anc 
sound morality. 


The Presbyterians In this country — 


counting only those subject to the General 
Assembly, tall not far short of a million 
persons. 
In Philadelphia their congre- 


gations include upwards of fifty thousand 
members. It would not be venturing too 
much to say that the majority of these 
Philadelphia Presbyterians have regarded 
with approval the outcome of the proceed- 
ings of tbe leaders of the Assembly, what- 
ever may be the attitude of the conserva 
tive portion of the clergy. They apparent- 
ly have no apprehension that the existence 
of the church can be weakened by correct- 
ing or amending dogmas which jar with 
their sense of truth and their reason. 
Many of them doubtless feel In their 
hearts as did Professor John Stuart Black- 
ie when he wrote in his "Day Book of Re 
flection:" 
"Few men are good enough for Heaven, 


Few bad enough for hell. 


What place the many will receive 


It puzzles me to tell." 


It Is quite certain that Presbyterians 


will welcome from the committee "a brief 
statement of the faith expressed as far as 
possible in unteohnical terms." The in- 
junction as to its brevity reminds one of 
what Horace Greeley in recalling his boy- 
icod in a Presbyterian home said of his 
religious government at school. "The 
shorter Catechism was a rather tough di- 
gest of tne Calvanistic theology, which 
aroused my Infantile wonder as to what a 
dreadful thing its-longer counterpart must 
be." But whatever the length of the 
statement may be, the fact that one is or- 
dered at all by practically a unanimous 
voice is a sign of intellectual honesty. It 
means at least that although the threat- 
ened crisis in 'the Presbyhterian Church 
may yet have to be faced, an honest man 
who in the meantime raises a rational 
doubt as to the meaning of a human creed 
will not be so easily branded as a heretic 
or a theological criminal as he would have 
been not many yean ago. At any rate 
this is the way in which the casual looker- 
on who knows nothing ot the subtleties of 
neology will be disposed to sum np a 
most interesting situation in American re- 
igion.

ies of the United States was a remarkable 
and notable tour for which tbe Pennsyl 
vania Railroad Company is entitled to 
great praise, as it arranged every detai 
and kept schedule to a mar\el, 


When the tour was planned the passen 


ger department of the Pennsylvania Rail 
road was commissioned to take entire 
charge of the transportation of the diatin 
guished party. A bare outline of the tour 
was furnished by the reception committee 
to the railroad officials, and every detai 
of tho railroad schedule, including the 
stops at the various cities was worked oui 
in advance and submitted for approval 
The choice of the crew, comprising some 
thirty persons, was made by the railroac 
officials, and the commissary supplies for 
the entire trip of ten days was not onlj 
provided in advance, but the menu cards 
tor every meal was prepared and printed 
before the start. Besides tbe Brince am 
his suite of seventeen officers and the five 
delegates of the President, there were four 
private secretaries, si.! representatives ol 
the American and foreign press and three 
photographers. In addition, each office 
had a valet. Quarters and sustenance 
were provided for these as well as for the 
train crew and occasional visitors who 
joined the train as it passed over the var 
ious lines. It was like stocking a yach 
for a long cruise; but evon with the re 
stricted storage capacity of a train there 
was never a failure of anything to eat o: 
drink that was promised en the bill o: 
fare. 


Time schedule was maintained to the 


letter. Barring one unavoidable detent 
ion, which was soon overcome by the elas- 
ticity of the schedule, there was not an in 
cident to mar the absolute carrying out o 
the time table in every detail, and this in 
spite of the results of the flood and storm 
unprecedented in the records of Eastern 
railroading. Every point was reached on 
time, and the departure was marked by 
similar promptness. The special train ai 
rived at Weehawken on its return on the 
exact minute of the schedule. 


His royal highness took frequent occas 


ion to express his entire satisfaction 
not only with the perfect manner in 
which bis comfort had been provided for, 
but also at the excellent manner in which 
•very movement of his train had been con 
ducted. 


One of the Prince's party, in speaking

Tho sale of the property of a street rail- 


way company, capitalized at $250,000, for 
$1000 is the cause for a suit in etiuip in 
the Court of Common Pleas of Bucks 
county. 


Tho suit was instituted before Judge 


Ycrkes several days ago, when a bill of 
e'quity was filed by William MacLean, Jr., 
of this city, ind Henry Lear, of Doyles- 
town, counsel for Mrs. Jennie E. Me- 
Naughton, of Philadelphia. The defend- 
ants named are the Security Trust & Life 
Insurance Company, of this city; the 
Philadelphia & Bristol Passenger Railway 
Company, George Q. Horwitz and the 
Philadelphia, Bristol & Trenton Street 
Railway Company. 


The plaintiff prays equitable relief in 


that the xale of the Philadelphia & Bris- 
tol Road be set aside and the court decree 
another sale of the franchises and proper- 
ties of that company, for which no bid 
for a »um less than $100,000 shall be ac- 
cepted. 


Tho sale complained of took place in 


Bristol September 10 last, when the Secur- 
ity Trust Company disposed of at auction 
the property of the Philadelphia & Bristol 
Stieet Railway Company to George J, 
Horwitz for $1000. 
It is averred that the 


sale was made at the request of only a 
majority part of the stockholders, that 
there was only one bidder, and that the 
price obtained was "giossly inadequate." 


The bill recites that Horwitz conveyed 


the property to the Philadelphia, Bristol 
& Tronton Street Railway Company. It 
is further averred that the sale was in 
effect a reorganization of the Phiiadel- 


hfa & Bristol Company, and that the ma- 


jority stockholders "were protected nnd 
compensated 
to the 
great 
detriment 


and loss ol the holders of the remaining 
bonds, including those of the plaintiff." 


The suit is n part of n large series ot lit- 


igations which lias marked the existence 
of the Philadelphia & Biistol road. 
The 


corporation was organized about six years 
ago, foi tho purpose of operating a trolley 
line between Philadelphia and Bristol. 
Only one impediment to the complete 
right of way rose. The line was planned 
to run the greater part of the distance 


long the Bristol Pike. The consent of 


nil the owners of abutting properties was 
obtained except that of Henry L. Gaw, of 
Croydon. Mr. Gaw withheld his permis- 
sion to run cars past his estate, which has 
u frontage on the pike of about one-quarter 
of a mile. 


Various moans wete essayed to remove 


(ho obstacle, but Mr. Guw's objection pre- 
vailed, and still stands. 
Asa last resort 


the officials of the road decided to estab- 
lish a terminal at one end of Mr. Gaw's 
property and transfer passengers by stage 
to the other end, whence they would be 
taken by horse car to Biislol. This plan 
has been followed, but the road has not 
proved a paying venture, and it was this 
consideration that led to the sole. 


When the company was incorporated 


bonds to the amount of $250,000, of the 
denomination of $1000 each, were issued. 


Tl e Security Trust & Life Insurance 


Co. was appointed trustee under the moit- 
gago supporting the ibsue of bonds. 
The 


Hale was made at the request of A. Crozer 
Reeves, purporting to repiesout tho hold- 
ers of 2'i" of these bonds. The minority 
stockholders, among whom is Mrs. Mc- 
Naughton, who holds ten of the bonds, 
claim that there was an unfair discrimin- 
ation against them. 
They were in favor 


of tho Biile because the road was not suc- 
cesstul, but they object to the price that 
was obtained. 
It is held that $100,000 


is a minimum valuation for the real and 
personal property of the road, exclusive of 
the franchises. 
It is also intimated that 


inducements were tendered to the major- 
ity stockholders which were withheld from 
the others. 


The Philadelphia, Bristol <fc Trenton 


Street Railway Company, which now owns 
the disputed road, is said to be a part of a 
proposed through trolley line between 
Philadelphia nnd New York, and tho line 
thus aequiicd is considered an impoitant 
link.

Damage to "Pennsy" by Storm. 


General Manager Hutehinso.i, of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad, who, with First 
Vice President Pugh, returned to Phila- 
delphia late Saturday from a tour of in- 
spection of the main line and some of its 
branches in the western part of the State, 
made principally with a view to ascertain- 
ing the damage done by the recent utorms, 
said that the loss would amount to hund- 
reds of thousands of dollars. The heav- 
iest damages were on the middle division 
of the main line, the Buffalo & Allegheny 
Valley and River division. On the mid- 
dle division the fourth track was washed 
away at a number of places, and between 
Mifflin and Lewistovvn there are fully 10,- 
000 cubic yards of embankment to be re- 
placed. 
The sleet storm in February, 


which covered the Pennsylvania lines from 
New York to Washington, and as far west 
as Harrisburg, exceeded, Mr. Hutchinaon 
said, the great blizzard of March 12, 1888, 
in the breaking of wires and its interfer- 
ence with traffic movement. The com- 
pany had not been able to make more than 
temporary repairs to its wires when the 
flood followed later in the month, accom- 
panied by the breaking up of the ice, 
causing considerable damage on various 
parts of the main line, and again interfer- 
ing v-ith the movement of traffic. 


This, in turn, was followed by heavy 


rains, which washed away the snow and 
flooded the tracks, in many instances do- 
ing great damage to the road-bed, 
As if 


this had not been sufficient, a heavy snow 
storm came along, delaying traffic. 
Tak- 


en all in all, it was, Mr. Hutchinson said, 
the worst combination of storms in rapid 
succession that he had ever seen in his 
railroad experience.
